is one to which it would be in every sense 
unwise to closa- our eyes. Tribal migrations 
like the presont movement of the Japanese 
in every case will be found to hava bad their 
origin in deeply seated conditiois which’ 
have been long in proparalion; and, aa in 
the present case, are pot to be lightly checked 
or diverted. It is ao now thing that a ta- 
tion, especially after s successful war which 
has called forth ics utmost energies, should 
find its innate powers of increase stimulated. 
Such a thing occurred.in tha United States 
after its Civil War, and: more markedly 
atill, such was the result in Germany 
after her war with France, That it should 
happen’ after Japan’s war with Russia, 
where thé very existence of Jnpan asa na- 
tion was in jeopardy, is therefore only in the 
natural course of events, It ie not, however, 
to be expected that the Culitornians, looking 
at the affair from their point of view, ‘and 
with their limitations, should at once be 
able to consider -th3 mntter equully com- 
placently. One of the most laudable features 
of the Japanese people is the intense desive 
of all classes to acquire information, but 
this desira sometimes displays itgelf in a 
Gisayreeable form: it is not every traveller

THE FAMINE IN CHINA. 

Jipanose correspondents of tha T/nes says:— 
Tho calamity which has befallen a wide araw in 
that part of ¢he empire that lies betwann the 
Yang-tse and ‘the Hwang-ho or Yollow River, 
some sixty thousand square miles in extent, 
bears ‘a close resamblanca to those which 
periodically. afilicted Japan prior to the opening 
up of tha country by railways. When occa- 
sionally the riow crops failed in pre-Meiji times 
the difficulty was to ‘provide for the nee ls of the 
inhabitants of a strickon district by sendiag 
thereto a sufficiency of grain to “keep the wolf 
from, the doot,.for transport over mountaia 
roads was often tedious and difficult to a degree 
that in theso days of modorn Japan can scaro ly 
be realivod. Happily it is’ possible nowadays 
to provide against the contingency of a fatal 
scarcity by drawing supplies from other parts 
of the country where there is abundancs, and 
the danger of rtarvation 
becomes in the remotest souse appreciable, 

The scauer that Chins gives to the ‘throat. 
ened region an adequate network of railways 
the better, for visitations of this charactor 
ara not of rara ocenrrencs in some af the 
provineas watered by what is commonly
